ACTION OF POLICE 

In other countries, particularly in England, 
there was provision for mental examination 
of accused persons. That examination was 
denied in the present case, and they were 
accept police. officers as mental 
experts. If police officers were to be regarded 
as mental experts, then he could only say 
that mental experts were wasting their time. 
If a sergeant of the Guards who looked 
through a. hole in a cell door and saw the 
prisoner was to be regarded as a mental 
expert, all medical science was’ a sham. 

“I characterise that action of the police 
authorities as a denial of justice, and I also 
say that you are gravely hampered by this 
action of the State or its agents in the dis- 
charge of your duty, because | think you 
will be satisfied that, if you had the evidence 
of a medical examination by Dr. Fitzgerald 
at that time, it would be of great assistance 
to you. This defence was conducted from the 
beginning by the accused man’s advisers on 
the basis that the best evidence that could 
be obtained as to his mental condition should 
be obtained, and, if you have not got it, it is 
not our fault.” 

He submitted that that evidence would have 
shown that the ‘accused man was not in a 
normal mental state. The doctors would tell 


the jury that Commandant O’Brien was 
demonstrably mentally unstable: a person 
liable to have his reason overthrown by 


mental shock. 

Regarding the throwing of the gun on the 
table in Mespil road, and the evidence that 
it would not be used, counsel said that that 
might be characterised as a red. herring and 
beside the point. 


IN WITNESS-BOX 


Commandant Leo O’Brien was called; and 
entered the witness box from the dock, The 
witness was examined by Mr. Roe, K.C., and, 
speaking deliberately and calmly, replied to 
questions, and detailed his history as a boy 
in the Fianna Eireann, and afterwards as an 
officer in the National Army. 

He described how, on the day of the 
tragedy, he had dinner with his wife at about 
2.30. He lighted a fire in the drawingroom 
to dry his young daughter’s hair, which had 
been washed by her mother, who went out 
about 4 o'clock to pay some accounts in 
Baggot street. 

At about 5 o’clock Louis Marie, his brother- 
in-law, arrived to borrow some article of 
clothing for his wife, who was going to a 
dance. Louis referred to an incident that 
took place on the previous night. The 
witness said that it was unfortunate, but 
that they had no maid, and were not in a 
position to receive people, particularly 
strangers. The people whom he could not

Dr. John Fitzgerald (Senior Medical Officer,

that he found Commandant O’Brien to he 
definitely of an unstable and neurotic type. 
The witness described the accused man’s con- 
dition, and said that assuming that the story 
of the accused man was true, he was of 
opinion that he was mentally deranged at the 
time of the shooting, and had no control over 
his actions. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
he had come across similar cases. A person 
might .be suffering from confusional insanity, 
and an ordinary person would not notice it. 
He became suddenly and temporarily a mad- 
man. 

Dr. O’C. Donelan (Resident Medical 
Superintendent, Grangegorman Mental Hos- 
pital), stated that. he examined. Commandant 
O’Brien in Mountjoy Prison on 11th Novem- 
ber last, and if the story were true regarding 
the lack of recollection it would be consistent 


shock. 

Replying to Mr. Kevin Haugh, the witness 
said that in his forty years’ experience he 
had never seen a case exactly the same as 
this, but he knew of no two cases exactly 
alike. 

When he examined the accused man there 
was nothing to indicate mental disorder. A 
case of a man suffering from a violent psychic 
or physical shock would, in the ordinary 
course, require careful treatment over a long 
period. | 

Dr. Martin (formerly Resident Medical 
Superintendent of Letterkenny Mental Hos- 
pital, and of 38 years’ experience) said that 
he agreed with Dr. Fitzgerald. 

The case for the defence was closed. 

Dr. Rutherford (Medical Superintendent of 
two private mental hospitals), who was called 
by the prosecution, said that he examined the 
accused man on 15th March last in Mountjoy 
Prison, and found him perfectly sane. He 
could not be definite as to his condition on 
November 3rd. It was possible that the 
alleged condition of the accused man on órd 
November might clear up very rapidly. He 
held that an examination should be held as 
soon as possible.

IDENTIFICATION PARADE 


The examination of Margaret Slyne,.a maid 
employed in Mr. Murphy’s house, which 
began on Tuesday, was resumed. She told 
the Court that at an identification parade in | 
Fermoy Barracks she walked up and down 
past the line of eleven or twelve men, and 
then told. Detective-Sergeant Moore that she 
did not think she could identify anyone. 
Mr. Black—Was it correct when you told 
Sergeant Moore that you could not recognise 
one-of the men ?—No.

Four years in office, however, have 
altered the British Government’s outlook. 
It is eager to maintain the principle of 
Imperial free trade, but it has been forced 
to realise that the home producer comes 
first. It still dislikes the principle of food

It would appear that, if the 
State Governments were given a greater 
measure of contral, there would be less 
discontent, and Western Australia seems 
to be an obvious example of a State which 
ought not to be forced too rigidly into a 
system that is not suitable to its own 
special conditions. The Federal Govern- 
ment seems to have recognised this fact, 
and, now that the recent excitement has 
died down, it is showing a willingness to 
meet the States half-way. As an indica- 
tion of its goodwill, it is holding a 
Cabinet meeting at Perth, the capital of 
Western Australia, and intends to con- 
sider a scheme by which certain activities 
will be governed by Joint Councils, con-

Developed in.the Royal Air Force 
Technical Department at Farnborough, the 
new aeroplane, which is completely con- 
trolled by wireless, has put Britain ahead 
of every other country in air progress. 

A reporter watched the astonishing 
range of its evolution at yesterday’s special 
display, Standing by the side of ‘the 
ground officer in charge was the master 
control—a wooden cabinet fitted with 
seven plain white keys, at each side of 
which was a little light which flickered 
sharply on and off as the apparatus 
worked, The rest of the control mechanism 
was in one of the aerodrome buildings 
and iti the aeroplane itself, to which’ the 
wireless wayes were transmitted from an 
aerial on the roof of the buildings. 


OBEDIENCE TO COMMANDS 


“ Climb,’’ commanded, the officer. 
A key was pressed, the engine of the 
robot plane developed a steady roar, and 
the machine, with its vivid yellow wings— 
hence its official name, ‘‘ Queen Bee ’’— 
rose above the hangars. In a few minutes 
it was cruising overhead at 100 miles an 
hour. 
“ Left,” at the officer’s word,:and at the 
touch of a key the ’plane banked in the 
correct direction. - “ Dive,” “right,” 
“ straight ” and “ level ’? were commands 
which followed in quick succession. To all 
of them the robot could be seen to respond. 
For nearly an hour the ’plane faultlessly 
performed every movement that was 
| tapped out by the tactician in charge. 
Finally he gave the instruction ‘‘ glide.” 
As if a skilled hand were at the controls 
the machine slowly came down tq the 
ground from 2,000 feet. 
So ended this remarkable demonstration 
of the simplicity with which the new in- 
vention operates. Ten years of experi- 
menting have gone into achieving this 
success, and the invention has now been 
revealod by the Royal Air Force for the 
first time. Details of the vital mechanism 
are still kept a close secret, but it is pos- 
site to state that wireless waves operate 
every control on the machine with devices 
to keep the aeroplane on a safe flying 
level.

From the preciseness 
with which the ’plane responded to every 
touch of the koys it was evident, however, 
that it was being completely operated by 
the wireless impulses. When the machines 
are used at sea for target practice they 
are able to be flown without any human 
pilot on board and carry nothing but the 
secret mechanism and fuel. 

Several of these ‘‘ Queen Bee ” ’planes 
are already at Farnborough Aerodrome, 
where a special service flight has been 
formed in connection with them. They 
have a radius of flight of ten miles from 
the wireless centre. 

One of the “ Queen Bees ’’ will be on 
view at the Hendon Air Pageant, but it 
is not intended that it should go through 
a flying test there.

EDNESDAY night’s thunder storm 
exceeded in intensity the storm of 
the preceding night. 
In many widely separated areas there 
was heavy flooding, and telephonic and 
telegraphic communication was  in- 
terrupted.

A number ‘of cattle were killed in many 
counties, and a number of houses wrecked. 
No loss of life is reported. Some of the 
damage done by the storm included :— 
Portadown.—A lamp standard at The 
Square, Edenderry, Portadown, was hit 
by lightning and destroyed. Many houses 
in the low lying quarters-of the town 
were flooded. At Artabracka, near Porta- 
down, a mare belonging to Mr.-J. Wright 
was killed as Mr. 8S. Graham was leading 
it to shelter. Cinemas had to close. 
Connemara.—Telephonic and telegraphic 
communications’ were completely _ disor- 
ganised by lightning. A number of sheep 
and cattle were killed, especially in the 
hill country around the Twelve Pins. A 
cloudburst in Recess and Miaam Valley 
district, with resultant floods, caused 
severe damage to the bridge between Maam 
Cross and Oughterard, and mails and 
newspapers for Clifden were delayed for 
several hours.. A-Jandslide carried a 
portion of the cliff across the road near 
the Post Office in Clifden.. In Rosmuck 
the storm carried away the thatched roofs 
off two houses, without, however, harming 
the occupants. : | 
Newry.—At  Carrickcloughan, Cam- 
lough, three cattle “belonging to Mr.

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—The British Minister for League 
of Nations Affairs has.made a brave 
attempt in Rome to find a way of avoidin 

the threafened war between Italy an 

Abyssinia, and even though it has appar- 
ently failed, the British " ainneoin were 
clearly right to make it. Mr. Eden would 
not have been true to the. professions of 
the British Government, to the office 
which he holds, or to ‘his own convictions 
if he had not frankly put forward the case 
for a peaceful solution, and there seems to 
be no doubt that he presented it with his 
usual tact and firmness. Signor Mussolini 
is obviously determined, however, to deal 
only on the most comprehensive terms 
with the Ethiopian Emperor and to 
demand a special position in Addis Ababa 
which that spirited monarch is most un- 
likely to concede. . Beyond a doubt the 
Italian Dictator is fired by the example of 
Imperial Rome, and he may well have in 
mind also the. work done by Marshal 
Lyautey in Morocco, and by British 
administrators in other parts of Africa; 
but apart from the facts that since those 
times the League of Nations has come into 
existence, and that Ethiopia is a member 
of the League, with its guarantee of terri- 
torial integrity, Signor Mussolini has 
chosen - singularly flimsy excuses for 
threatening the independence of Abyssinia. 
The Ethiopian Government have from 

the first consented to submit the original 
cause of the conflict—the clash of armed 
levies at Walwal—to arbitration. It is 
understood, moreover, that they have 
lately been. prepared to make considerable 
economic concessions and to atone hand- 
somely to Italy for a pronounced reluct- 
ance to carry out the terms of earlier com- 

mercial treaties. But nothings that

THE FINANCIAL POSITION 


‘Tt may be useful if I deal at some length 
with the present financial position ‘of the 
Church. When the Irish Free State was 
established the Representative Body, in com- 


that double imcome tax would be payable on

Under these . circumstances they had 
no option but to proceed te sell their 
British holdings, and to re-invest in others 
not subject to double taxation. After some 
time an agreement, on the subject was reached 
between the British and the Irish Free State 
Governments, but not before a large amount 
of British securities had been sold. ‘ From 
1916 to 1932 money was dear, and the range 
of investments was practically limited .to 
issues on a redeemable basis. These invest- 
ments yielded high rates of interest, and for 
several years the Church benefited by large 
grants for various purposes. These -holdings 
are now from time to time falling due for 
redemption, ard the question of re-investment 
of the. capital involves serious consequences. 
Since the successful conversion of the 5’ per 
cent. War Loan by the British Government, 
a rapid change has taken place in the money 
market, and the Representative Body have 
been warned by their financial advisers that 
for many years to come cheap money will 
probably prevail, and that it will not be 
prudent. for them to count on the possibility 
of earning more than an average of three per 
cent. on re-investments. They are thus faced 
with.a heavy fall in income as their termin- 
able securities mature and are re-invested at 
a lower rate. The Representative Body are 
taking all possible steps to safeguard their 
finances and to ensure that they will be able 
in the future to meet their obligations for the 
payment of the contractual interest on moneys 

held by them for the various dioceses and 
parishes. This is their main obligation, and 

as a result they have been forced to make 

large reductions in grants hitherto given, 

and further reductions will probably have to 

follow in the future.”
